FIGHT FOR MORE |SUPT. WOOD FOR TEACHERS. 


Criticism of the Board of Educa- 


tion for not conferring with State, 
county and city superintendents on 
the salary schedule recently an- 
nounced by the board was made yes- 
terday at a meeting of the High 
School Teachers’ Association which 
was addressed by State Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction WII C. 
Wood, County Supcrintendent Kep- 
pel, Supt. Rebok of Santa Monica 
and a number of faculty members. 
The meeting was held in Blanchard 
Hall at the same time the ele- 
mentary teachers were holdjng a 
mass meeting in Trinity. 


The reported break between the 
elementary and the high school 
teachers was denied and leaders of 
both bodies stated that they will 
stand together. A resolution call- 
ing upon the Board of Education to 


request the Board of Supervisors to 
levy a 50-cent tax rate for ele- 
mentary schools and a 22-cent rate 
for high schools was presented by 
Supt. Rebok and wag unanimously 
adopted. The teachers also peti- 


| tioned the board to ask Mr. Wood to 


appear before them, as the head of 
the. school system in the State, be- 
fore he leaves for Sacramento this 
evening. ‘ 


In his talk to the teachers fr. 
Wood said that he does not consider 
the scale suggested by the Citizens’
